In supplying the people 
of Europe with their requirements for pork, we have little 
competition. Argentine and Australia are heavy producers 
of beef but these countries produce very little pork.

We exported, 
however, that year 16,209,082 pounds of condensed milk in 
excess of our imports. In 1915 our exports of dairy pro. 
ducts exceeded our imports by 6,022,477 pounds of butter. 
5,224,397 pounds of cheese, and 37,235,627 pounds of con. 
densed milk. In 1916 our exports of dairy products ex. 
ceeded our imports by 12,790,281 pounds of butter, 14,306. 
252 pounds of cheese, and 155,734,322 pounds of condensed 
milk. It is apparent from the above that in two years’ time, 
1914 to 1916. we changed from a country dependent to 
some extent upon foreign nations for dairy products to a 
nation having a good export trade, especially in con. 
densed milk which increased from four million pounds jn 
1914 to over one hundred and fifty-five million pounds in 
1916. During the first nine months of 1917 we exported 
270.816,995 pounds of condensed milk in excess of our 
imports, 1918. 378,375,253 pounds, and 1919, 603,236,378 
pounds. This unusual demand from Europe for 
our condensed milk was an_ important factor 
in maintaining high prices on all dairy products 
during the period of the war. This trade is also no 
doubt responsible for the material increase in the number 
of dairy cows in the United States during the past four 
vears. From 1907 to 1914 there was almost no variation 
in the number of dairy cows in the United States, the 
government estimates stipulating a little over twenty mil 
lion each year. However, since the outbreak of the wa 
in 1914. the number of milk cows in the United State 
has increased on an average of 25 per cent each year. In 
asmuch as the countries of Europe have at the present 
time approximately 11 per cent less cattle, mostly the 
dairy type. than preceding the war, there will be a fair de 
mand for condensed milk from the United States until the 
European herds are restored to normal. This will not 
take a long time. With a marked decline in our shipments 
of condensed milk to foreign countries which may come 
in the near future, a lower seale of prices is almost certain 
to follow. This will probably send to slaughter a_ large 
number of cows of mediocre capacity and of questionable 
economic value as milk producers. It does not mean 
however. that the future of our dairy industry will be 
seriously affected. because we have increasing home re- 
quirements. The people in the United States are becoming 


more and more appreciative of the great food value of 
milk and its products. It will unquestionably result in 
the keeping of a much better class of cows for milking 


purposes, and in some sections cows that combine milk 
with beef production in a prolitable mannet 

The future of the live stock industry as whole is 
promising. While we naturally expect a gradual lowering 
of prices during the readjustment period, by the restora- 
tion of the normal forces of production and to some extent, 
by the deflation of our currency, there is reason to believe 


that agricultural commodities will decline less in price 
than will manufactured articles. Underproduction in ar- 
ticles of manufacture has been without question large 
factor in causing exorbitant prices on such commodities: 
whereas agricultural production has not diminished to 
any extent as a result of the war. Tt would seem, there- 
fore, that with normal condition: restored we may expect 

greater decline in prices on manufactured articles, than 
on agricultural products. This will depend largely upon 
the tuture attitude of labor unicns. If these are success 


ful in reducing still further the number of hours of actual 
employment per day at increased wages, manufactured 
articles will continue high in price. or we will be buying 
heavily of products made with foreign labor to the detri 
ment of our own prosperity. 

Conditions with respect to agricultural 
very different now from the conditions 
after the Civil War. At that time large areas of rich new 
lands were available for occupancy The demands for 
food by an increasing population were met by the cultiva- 
tion of more land. In the course of time overproduction in 
agricultural commodities took place. We now have com 
paratively little unoccupied land suitable for farming pur- 
poses. Increased requirements in the future must neces 
sarily be met by the adoption of better methods with the 
land already occupied. The trend of our population has 
heen toward the cities, increasing the requirements of co! 
sumers and making still more difficult the problem 0!

Man in the Making 


IRST, a very commonplace inquiry about ourselves 
F Are we all we might have been? ‘We do not know. 

Deficiency has no way of making itself known until 
something gives way. 

Let us look back a little. In a material sense—what 
has made us? Food has made us. Food—that was taken by 
our mothers and by ourselves has passed through Nature's 
laboratory and become flesh. The brain, bone and flesh of a 
young maw of twenty-five years of age is composed of ma- 
terials selected by nature from 25,000 meals. How simple 
is the fact then, that our food really has to do with what 
we are and what we shall be. 

We know that all foods are not 
alike. Foods are concentrated and di- 
lute, rich and inert, nitrogenous and 
fatty, good and poor. Food is to sup- 
ply all the materials for body construc- 
tion. How important then, that foods 
containing the proper ingredients be 
selected. 

Suppose a contractor tried to build 
a ship with no bolts or rivets, or no 
cast iron, or no nails, or even lacking 
in any of these. Suppose Nature tried 
to build a body with not enough lime 
for the bones, or iron for the blood, or 
protein for the muscle. Nature does 
have to try this impossible thing. 
when deficient food is furnished from 
day to day. 

Choice of Food 

How does the average person se- 
lect food? He buys what he likes. That 
means—-what is pleasant to eat. He 
caters to his palate. In these days of 
H. C. of L. price threatens to rival the 
palate in the matter of decision. This 
method of selecting food sometimes 
leads to a balanced diet by accident. 
More often it leads to lack of nutrition 
in the whole family 

Some folks select food with the 
idea of providing the best possible 
nourishment for every member of the 
family. This way is sure, if their information is correct 
In this day of public education there is ample opportunity 
for information. 

A balanced diet does not just happen. It has to be 
planned. As the facts revealed in this paper will show, if 
the food for the family is wisely selecteqd milk will occupy 
a large place in the diet. 

Milk as a Food 

In spite of the fact that the use of milk as a food is as 
old as the record of things, we are just discovering milk. 
In this white mixture are concealed some of the secrets of 
living material made from inert matter. Since milk is the 
only natural food specifically provided to nourish the grow- 
Ing animal, it furnishes an interesting object for study. 

Butter-Fat in Nutrition 

The tat of milk is butter-fat. When separated we call it 
cream—when churned, butter. 

Edible fats and oils are mixtures. They must be re 
duced to simple parts in digestion. These parts (fatty 
acids) may be used to heat the body or for muscular work 
They may also be used to make body fat or construct tis- 
Sue like brain tissue. It means something, that Nature 
has provided butter-fat instead of lard, tallow or cotton- 
seed oil for the infant, whose brain and tissues are form 
ing 

An examination of butter-fat reveals that it is the least 
complex and the most easily digested of the edible fats. 

Dr. McCollum of Johns Hopkins University has discov 
ered in milk a diet essential which he calls “Fat Soluble A 
Growth Substance.” Butter-fat and egg yolk are the only 
fats that contain this substance in a sufficient amount to 
Maintain normal nutrition. Lack of this growth substance

in the diet ix sure to cause mal- 
nutrition 

When the case becomes ser- 
ious the eyes are swollen shut. 
Death comes soon unless growth substance “A” is sup- 
plied. Nature did not give us a substitute for butter-fat. 
Parents should pause to consider—the butter on the child’s 
bread is worth more to the child than is the bread. 

The Manufacture of Muscle 

The white solids of milk, casein and milk albumin are 
known as proteins. They are in concentrated form in 
cheese and cottage cheese. Other proteins are the gluten 
of wheat. the zein of corn, meat protein, egg white, gela- 
tine, etc. Human muscle, brain, nerve tissue, blood, ten- 
dons, etc., are mostly made from proteins. 

The noted authorities on food and nutrition tell us a 
man must have 2.7 ounces (75 grams) of protein per day 

But there are good proteins and poor proteins. A guinea- 
pig restricted to a diet with casein as protein grew 200 
grams in 140 days. Another pig on the 
gliadin of wheat grew 20 grams in the 
same period of time. A child receiving 
only corn protein or gelatin would soon 
become stunted. But if the sole pro- 
tein in his diet was casein and milk 
albumin he would have maximum 
growth. 

So milk stands at the head of the 
list of protein foods. It furnishes the 
substance for new flesh as the body 
grows. If the athlete would increase 
his muscle he should use a liberal 
amount of milk. Good body protein is 
one of the imperative reasons why the 
child must have milk to grow rapidly. 
The U. S. Children’s Bureau reports 
25 per cent of our children under nour- 
ished, when three pints of milk per 
day (30 cents) will furnish enough of 
this best of proteins for a child of six 
years. 

The Sugar of the Brain 

The third part of the solid food in 
milk is the milk sugar or lactose. We 
can get at the value of milk sugar as 
a food by comparing it with ordinary 
table sugar, which comes from the 
cane or the sugar beet. 

Cane sugar splits into two particles 
ot glucos’ during digestion. But milk 
sugar splits into glucose and galac- 
tose when digested Now galactose has been called the 
“sugar of the brain.” because it is used to make brain and 
nerve tissue 

Again we find in milk nutrient material for the brain 
So none of the starches or sugurs can take the place of 
milk sugar in this regard. 

Minerals in Milk 

When milk is burned, the fat, protein and sugur ure 
completely incinerated. The remaining ash is composed 
of mineral substances. The most important of these are 
lime, phosphorus, iron, potash, and magnesium 

The fluids of the body that bathe the organs, flowing 
back and forth, carrying food and waste material, have dis 
solved in them certain minerals. It is almost exactly the 
same mixture of lime, potash, magnesium. etc., we find in 
the ash of milk 

The Bone of Milk 

What! Bone in milk? Yes, milk has bone in it. It is in 
solution and we do not throw it away, as we do with 
the bone of meat. We eat it. It is the lime and phosphorus 
we find in the ash 

The hardness and strength of bones and teeth are due 
to lime and phosphorus. Once rormed, they are not nece 
sarily permanent. A cow at the University of Wisco! 
was placed on a lime-free diet. She gave up the lime 
bone for her calf until she became greatly emaci:t:

A Serious Situation 

The foregoing summary reveals that milk is a wonder 
ful nutrient. Every element is fitted to meet some body 
need. These facts are not generally known and appreciat- 
ed. It does not seem reasonable that folks would know- 
ingly choose a course that is likely to lead to ill health. So 
many use no milk except an occasional can of “condensed.” 
Some large families buy enough to wet the breakfast food 
and color the coffee. How reckless to put “expensive” 
milk in “economical,” “nourishing” coffee. But this is no 
jest. It is a tragedy. It is one of the serious health ques- 
tions of the day. 

The Milkless Diet 

In Portland, Oregon, where there is an ample supply 
of wholesome milk, the per capita consumption of milk is 
about two-thirds of a pint per day. This meager consump- 
tion of milk is about the same as in other large cities. A 
survey in Portland revealed the startling fact that 5702 
school children are getting no milk. Are 20 per cent of our 
children destined to be stunted in body and retarded in 
mental development, all because of an erroneous state- 
‘ment that has spread during the war—that milk is too 
expensive? The price of milk has not risen out of pro- 
portion with the price of labor, the price of other foods,

We have had too much to 
say about contagion from milk. Contagion is contact. A 
hundred times a day we touch door knobs, street car 
handles, money, books, bills, letters, etc., that diseased 
people might have touched, and then we put our fingers in- 
to our mouths. We do many other things just as consis- 
tent. 

What is the use of dairy inspection, testing of milk, 
sterilization of bottles and utensils, pasteurization of milk, 
and all such precautions, unless folks appreciate the pure 
product they are getting. No one need fear milk. 

Even though milk sours it is still good food. The use 
of Bulgarian milk and butter-milk is increasing very rapid- 
ly. It is a habit we might well appropriate from the hun 
dred-year-old man of Bulgaria. 

All precautions should be taken to keep milk free from 
contamination. They are being taken. Even when purity 
of the milk is in question the housewife can always render 
it safe by home pasteurization (heating to 140 degrees for 
30 minutes). It is folly to fear milk. 

Curing Disease With Milk 

The practical medical man was prescribing a milk diet 
for patients long before the chemist inquired into the na- 
ture of it. Physicians skilled in the use of the exclusive 
milk diet in treating disease make the following state- 
ments:

Pure Breds and High Prices 


E are informed by 1. very prominent Central New 
W York manufacturing concern that it has on its 

waiting list of applicants for positions in its factory 
1500 names and that a careful estimate of this list shows 
that 75 per cent of these applicants come from the farms 
Statistics give us considerable light on the alarming drift 
of labor from the farm to the factory. 

The reason for this is obvious. It is the wage scale 
Our argument that a man working on the farm can really 
save more money than a fellow who gets a larger wage 
in the city doesn’t do the business for us. The young 
man would rather have the money even though he does 
spend it, which means that in order to meet the com 
petition of the factory, farm wages must be paid that mee 
nearly agree with those paid in commercial establishments 

The problem, we will find, will solve itself in one of two 
ways— either the farmer will pay the wages, meeting the 
competition, and increase the price of his product, or he 
will wait until his labor is so depleted that decreased 
production and increased demand acting together have 
forced the price of his product up to the point where he 
will get more money to pay for labor. It is very likely 
that the farmer will choose the latter method--if he su 
vives to that period. 


The part that the Holstein breeder plays in this adjust 
ment is the part of an efficient manufacturer It is our 
duty to produce better machines for making human food 


thereby doing what we can to cut down the cost of pro 
duction. That is the duty of the breeders of pure bred 
live stock everywhere. If we can offer machines that 
will use less labor and produce more human food, we 
have helped in the solution of the problem that confronts 
the country today. 

These considerations—-these factors make it increa> 
ingly evident that the pure bred industry during the com 
ing decade will be extremely profitable, particularly for 
those who engage in it with an idea of producing bette! 
breeding stock—better dairy machines

of practical advantage to the breeders. It is our belief 
therefore, that this movement now in progress for the 
completion of stronger state organizations will not only 
attain that end, but will also put new life and strength into 
the local clubs, as well, to the lasting advantage of the 
Holstein industry.

As might be expected, the grand 
champion cow in the show was the 
highest priced animal sold at the sale 
the following day. She was Empress 
Wayne Gerben exhibited by Mott Bros. 
& Branch of Herington, Kansas, and 
was sold for $1325 to the Oklahoma A 
& M. College, this being the highest 
price ever paid in public sale in the 
state of Kansas.

chase by Mr. Neale was a consistent 
winner at the New York State Fair.

Among matters considered by the Board was that of 
pending legislation at Albany and D. W. McLaury appeared 
before the directors with reference to a bill introduced by 
Minority Leader Senator Walker, which would, if passed, 
forbid the sale of carcasses of animals killed for tuber. 
culosis to be used for human consumption. This measure if 
enacted into law would supersede Federal inspection which 
has been tried and found entirely satisfactory and which is 
a sufficient safe-guard to the consuming public. Considered 
along broad economic lines, this measure would prove 
disastrous to any effort to cut down the high cost of liy- 
ing, for the meat from a localized case of tuberculosis js 
entirely fit, under proper inspection, for human consump 
tion, a fact which has been demonstrated through years ot 
actual practice. From the standpoint of the breeder, the 
measure would prevent any salvage in cases of animals 
killed for tuberculosis in either generalized or localized 
cases. All that would be received aside from the indemni- 
ties granted by law for generalized and localized cases 
would be the value of the hide and the salvage from the 
carcass sold as taakage. There will be a general disap- 
proval of this bill in agricultural communities and breed 
ers are urged to wiite the chairmen of the agricultural 
committees of both the Senate and Assembly voicing their 
protest upon these bills, which are Senate Bill No. 534 and 
Assembly Bill No. 638. The directors voted to take the 
matter up with the chairmen of the agricultural committees 
and to urge Holstein clubs through their president and 
secretary to do the same. President Noves has not yet ap 
pointed his Legislative and Publicity Committees, but is 
expected to announce these very shortly. 

The Auditing Committee consists of Francis M. Jones 
and Paul Smith. 

A committee of one to investigate the matter of express 
shipments of cattle was named by President Noyes in the 
person of S. M. Strickland, who will immediately take up 
the matter with the American Railway Express Company 
in an endeavor to secure more liberal rulings on express 
shipments of pure bred live stock.

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A Chemist’s Story of Milk 


(Continued from page 22.) 


“Milk is a wonderful nutrient ma- 
terial that tones up the blood, cor- 
rects the secretions of the glands, and 


in due time repairs the damaged or- 
gan or tissue.” 

“Patients need not worry about what 
seen to be alarming symptoms. These 
are the results of the house-cleaning 
that must take place.” 

“Milk is not constipating. Some 
people are used to coarse foods which 
are laxative in effect. When they go 
on the milk diet they miss their laxa- 
tive and think milk is constipating. In 
a few days the intestines will adjust 
theniselves to the new diet.” 

“Patients can either put on flesh, or 
reduce, with the milk diet.” 

The milk diet consists of eating (sip- 
ping, not gulping) a glass every one 
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or two hours until three to six quarts 
per day are used as nourishment. 

The fact that physicians are con- 
stantly prescribing either an exclusive 
milk diet or milk in the diet, ought to 
be proof positive to the layman that 
it is good medicine for him, sick or 
well. 

A Balanced Ration 

A soldier’s ration is measured in 
calories (heat units). For instance, 
round steak has 700 calories per pound 
and rich milk 700 calories per quart. 

The ration prescribed for a man at 
moderate work is 3000 calories of food, 
which must contain 75 grams of pro- 
tein. But now we know, this standard 
will not insure complete nutrition. 
Now we say a balanced ration must 
also have a satisfactory mineral mix- 
ture and must contain the growth sub- 
stances “A” and “B.”

I know about calories,

ounce lard would give 2928 calories 
and 125 grams of protein. But this 
would not meet all the needs of the 
body. Substitute a quart of milk for 
4 pound of the sirloin and you have 
3148 calories, 123 grams of protein, a 
proper mineral mixture and the growth 
substance, and it costs two cents less. 
Milk will make a satisfactory ration 
out of almost any mixture of other 
focds.

have supplanted large grazing areas, 
more roughage will be grown under 
dry farming methods and more cattle 
will eventually be found in these wes- 


tern states than were there under 
strict range conditions. Many more 
cattle will be raised as well as fat- 


tened on our farms. In round numbers, 
60,000,000 tens of cornstalks are pro- 
duced annually in our so-called corn 
belt states, and approximately 40,000,- 
000 tons are not utilized as feed. This 
material, properly conserved and sup- 
plemented with a small quantity of 
clover or alfalfa hay, or a still smaller 
quantity of oil-meal or _ cottonseed 
meal, would keep in good breeding 
condition 10,000,000 cattle per year. A 
large tonnage of oat straw is annually 
produced, much of which could be fed 
to advantage. The chief handicap in 
breeding more beef cattle on our farms 
in the corn belt has been the high cost 
of summer as well as the winter main- 


tenance of breedng cattle. The more 
recent practice of converting corn- 
stalks without the grain into silage 


will reduce materially the cost of win- 
ter maintenance. Sweet clover pas- 
ture, which will support three times as 
many cattle to the acre as ordinary 
pasture will help to reduce the cost of 
maintaining breeding cattle on high 
priced land during the summer season 
and will maxe it profitable to use more 
of this hizh priced land for pasture 
purposes. 

The quality of our live stock has 
greatly improved during recent years. 
The International Live Stock Exposi- 
tion now in progress, various state 
fairs and educational institutions have 
exerted a marked influence in this di- 
rection. High priced feed has also 
been a factor. We can no longer afford 
to waste feed on scrubs. Our aim from 
now on, more than ever before, should 
be to keep on our farms those types of 
animals that are capable of converting 
our feed into the largest number of 
pounds of the best quality of product. 

To you men and your associates is 
entrusted the great responsibility of 
keeping as free from disease as pos- 


sible, the immense aggregation of 
farm animals in the United States, 
worth at the present time approxi- 


mately ten billions of dollars. Diseases 
to which the animal kingdom has been 
subject have been the cause of great 
economic losses. If these diseases can 
be materially reduced, it will be a real 
benefit to both producers and con- 
sumers. You are to be congratulated 
upon the distinct progress which has 
been made during recent years in com- 
batting such diseases as hog cholera, 
Texas fever, and blackleg. It is to be 
hoped that during the next few years 
your research work on _ contagious 
abortion will result in the discovery of 
practical methods of coping with this 
serious menace to the breeding cattle 
industry. You are to be further con- 
gratulated upon the successful begin- 
fied with the business. In our eager- 
ness to eradicate disease we should 
also keep in mind other phases of de- 
velopment. Our effort should be to 


perform the greatest good with the 
least disorganization, having in miné 
at ull times what is best for the live 
stock industry of the United States.

ning of a nation-wide campaign for th 
eradication of tuberculosis in cattl 
and hogs. Many of us have never rea 
lized the seriousness of this problem 
—the heavy annual losses that hav 
been caused by condemnations for tu- 
berculosis, the great prevalence of the 
disease among dairy herds and the 
real hindrance it has been to the devel 
opment of our live stock industry. It 
has been subtle and insidious in its 
progress, likened to a smoldering fire 
of wide expanse, causing great dam 
age, unobserved to a large degree. For- 
tunately we are awake to the needs 
of aggressive methods in preventing its 
further progress. We now have an ap- 
propriation of $1,500,000 for the year, 
provided by our National Congress 
with approximately a total of $2,000,- 
000 made available by the various 
states of the union. This has made pos- 
sible the building up of a great ma- 
chine by which we have been able to 
begin in a most encouraging way a 
cleaning up process which is certain 
to prevent an annual property damage 
many times the cost of eradication. 
The percentage of animals retained 
and condemned for tuberculosis as re- 
vealed by the reports of the Division 
of Meat Inspection is the best baro- 
meter of conditions with respect to 
the prevalence of this disease. Recent 
reports from the Division of Meat In- 
spection show reduced losses and in 
dicate that a good start has been made 
in eradicating tuberculosis. It is to be 
hoped that this great leak in our live 
stock industry may be effectually 
stopped in a comparatively few years. 

There has never been shown a bet- 
ter spirit of co-operation between 
breeders and the veterinary profession 
in combatting tuberculosis than now 
exists in the United States. A senti 
ment among breeders is rapidly devel 
oping in which the pride and satistac- 
tion of having a herd free from disease 
is quite as great as that of having ani- 
mals of superior quality. It is not only 
a matter or sentiment, but to a still 
greater degree a matter of business 
sagacity. Our southern country which 
is fast developing into a great live 
stock section is demanding seed stock 
from herds entirely free from tubercu- 
losis. In our dealin;¢ with South 
America, that portion of our Western 
hemisphere which perhaps offers the 
greatest possibilities in live stock de- 
velopment, it will be to our distinct 
advantage to supply to them not only 
cattle of the desired type, but those 
which are free from tuberculosis. It is 
in this that we may, if we are wise. 
take advantage of conditions which 
now exist in Great Britain, our chief 
competitor. 

There is a great future for the live 
stock industry in the United States. 
We are no longer dependent upon oth- 
er countries for improvement in our 
herds and flocks by the infusion of 
foreign blood. We have within our 
own borders some of the best breeding 
herds in the world. We have men of 
unusual skill and intelligence making 
every effort possible to bring about im- 
provement not only in quality of pro- 
duct but in sanitary conditions sur- 
rourd'ng the industry. In this im- 
provement there should be the fullest 
co-operation on the part of all identi-

SETTLING THE BULL PROBLEM 


And Incidentally Helping Along the 
Pure Bred Cause 


Of course any breeder who happens 
to have surplus bulls on hand will 
sell them if someone comes along who 
wants to buy them, says a writer in 
Wisconsin Agriculturist. 

That is just the situation—“if 
someone comes along.” It is con- 
servatively estimated that not one in 
twenty-five of tlhe breeders of pure 
bred cattle in Wisconsin make any 
really honest ani consistent effort to 
sell their surpius bulls. 

How meay advertise in county or 
state pavers the fact that they have 
half a dozen bulls for sale? Not very 
many. J’erhaps not one in fifty. 

How many get a printed list of the 
stock they have for sale and send this 
list to county agents in this and other 
states or even to secretaries of breed- 
ers’ associations of that particular 
breed in this state? Not very many. 
Perhaps not even one in a hundred. 

How many use real salesmanship 
and try to sell those bulls to farm- 
ers? How many try to sell those 
bulls the same as an agent for a =cw 
type of automobile being introduced 
in your home town? Not many. 

The average breeder who has from 
three to a dozen bulls on hand prob- 
ably tells his county agent he has 
some on hand. He may even tell the 
secretary of the local community 
breeders’ association if that official 
calls him up and asks him or sends 
him a post card asking for the list of 
what he has for sale. Even when 
this does happen the secretary or 
county agent does not get very exact 
information concerning the animals 
offered. 

The statement usually reads “good 
ones from two to eleven months of 
age out of Prince, my herd sire,” or 
“they are the best calves I ever 
raised.” 

If you were out looking for a_ bull 
how much would those statements 
mean to you? They certainly are 
not the kind of statements and do not 


contain information that under or- 
dinary circumstances will attract 
buyers. 


Why not furnish some real infor- 
mation concerning the bulls we have 
for sale? A _ dollar and a half will 
provide an extended pedigree of the 
animal. A typewriter can make three 
or four copies of this at once. This 
will furnish just the information that 
buyers want to have before they buy. 

Then let’s go one step further. Get 
a photograph taken of each one of 
these bulls and fasten a copy with 
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each of the extended pedigrees. If 
possible, tell the weight of the ani- 
mal, together with the date the pic- 
ture was taken. If you have a picture 
of the mother of the calf, include 
that also. These do not need to be 
large or expensive pictures at all. 
Post card size will do fine. 

When you have all this then use 
it. Don’t do the way too many are 
doing at present. Sit down at home 
and wait for someone to come along 
and buy your bulls. Supply your 
county agent with a copy of each. He 
will undoubtedly be able to sell some 
of them. Use your paper for adver- 
tising and answer every letter of in- 


quiry you get + 


Botter than both of these methods 
is to go out and sell your own stock. 
Go to your county agent and get from 
him a list of the men in your county 
who own grade and =scrub_ bulls. 
Those are the fellows who should buy 
pure breds. If you can show them 
how one of your bulls will make them 
money you can sell them. 

There are men in your county us 
ing grade bulls from the same breed 
who might easily be induced to buy 
pure breds if someone would just 
come along and show them where it 
will be money in their pocket. 

Here, we believe, is a golden oppor- 
tunity for breeders of pure bred cat- 
tle to boost their breed in their coun 
ty, to assist many to get started with 
better stock, and to boost the Better 
Bull Campaign in their community. 

Let’s use some salesmanship and 
get the surplus bulls out where they 
will do some good for the other fel- 
low as well as yourself.

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SILAGE FOR DAIRY COWS 


How much silage to be fed to dairy 
cows will depend somewhat on the 
kind of dry forage used, the hreed of 
cattle, the period of lactation and 
quantity of silage available, says Am- 
erican Agriculturist. It is better to 
feed less silage and hav; the quan- 
tity extended throughout the winter 
feeding period until pasturage is 
available than to run short before the 
winter season ends aud become de- 
pendent upon dry feed alone. A New 
York farmer testifies that he ran out 
of silage three weeks before pasture 
was ready last May, and as a conse- 
quence the milk shrunk from 10 to 
15 per cent per cow. Talking with this 
man recently he said he was watching 
his silage very carefully, preferring to 
feed a little less so as to have an 
amount sufficient to carry into pastur- 
age. 

Where one has an abundance of 
clover or alfalfa hay, you can feed a 
little less of silage, if snort of that feed’ 
If hay is short and silage available, 
in abundance, then for large cows, 45 
to 50 pounds a day is not too mucn. 
Small cows may be fed from 25 to 40 
pounds daily. Silage may be fed once 
or twice a day, depending on the 
amount. When hay is fed so that an- 
imals have access to what they will 
clean up, the roughage material will 
be fairly well balanced. This will be 
especially true if alfalfa or clover is 
available. 

The grain portion of the ration needs 
to be selected in accordance with the 
nature of roughage. When clover or 
alfalfa is fed in conjunction with si- 
lage, the protein requircments of the 


concentrates will be less; if on the 
other hand timothy or corn stover 
or even mixed hay is fed with the 


silage, concentrates of a higher per- 
centage of protein will be desirable. 
Concentrates such as gluten, linseed 
meal and cottonsecd meal are desir- 
able when timothy and corn silage ai: 
fed. On the other hand, if silage, al- 
falfa and clover are all fed in abun- 
dance, then feeds lower in protein may 
be substituted for the high protein- 
carrying concentrates. In this case, 
oats, bran, middlings some corn or 
hominy may be added to the mixture. 
A good rule to follow is to feed one 
pound of grain for each three or 3% 
pounds of milk yielded for Jerseys or 
Guernseys and for Holsteins or Ayr- 
shires one pound of grain for each 3% 
to four pounds of milk yielded. The 
heavier feeding should go with the 
largest milk yields, while the lesser 
amounts of grain should go with the 
smaller yielding cows, or those far 
along in their period of lactation. 
After all, liberal feeding is the most 
profitable kind of feeding for cows, 
The man who would save on the feed 
bill usually cheats himself. We shoula 
understand that every cow requires 
every day a maintenance ration which 
on the average is about two-thirds of 
what she will eat. If her ration is 
limited so that she gets only enough 
to support her body, there may re 
main little or nothing for the produc- 
tion of milk. A cow treated in this 
manner will continue to give milk, 
but she will grow thin, and eventually 
will go dry. Her nature is to yielu 
milk, but after she has exhausted the 
reserves incorporated in flesh, fat and 
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muscle, there is no supply on which 
she can draw for the manufacture of 
milk. The milk yielded, therefore, 
must come from the extra supply in 
the food ration. That extra third is 
the limiting factor. It is where the 
profit lies. But who would economize 
by scrimping in feeding will lose what 
might come from the third extra in 
feed. He loses not only that, but there 
being no profit from the milk ob- 
tained, the two-thirds portion of the 
ration is of no value since that goes 
only into maintaining the cow. 

During the summer when cows are 
on pasture, they usually manage to get 
enough to maintain body requirements. 
If the pasture is extraordinarily good 
they may not only maintain the yield 
of milk, but gain in flesh; however, 
such pastures last only a short time, 
hence even in summer some grain 
given to the cows is a profitable in- 
vestment as dairy farmers everywhere 
are fast learning. 

Silage provides not only the same 
elements of nutriment as do other 
feeds, but gives succulence which is 
important in maintaining the milk 
flow. One of the great values of pas- 
ture is in the succulence afforded. Dur- 
ing the winter months pasture is not 
available, and hence providing succu- 
lence otherwise is not only desirable 
but indispensable for the heaviest 
yield of milk. Each of us knows that 
a dried apple does not take the place 
of a fresh, juicy apple. 

We aim to do for stock what we do 
tor ourselves. We preserve apples or 
peaches or pears in fruit jars or cel- 
lars or cold storage for winter use, 
and the succulence and juice is pre- 
served and maintained. The object of 
the silo is to keep forage as near the 
green state as possible. We use the 
silo to do for live stock what fruit 
jars do for people. Furthermore, a 
silo gives a more appetizing food than 
the drying process. 

Corn may be cured in the shoch, 
but it is dried provender, and that 
dried provender is less appetizing than 
if preserved in the silo. Silage, of 
course, does not contain more nutri- 
ents than do the ears and stalks. A 
silo has nothing about it to make 
more protein or carbohydrates of fat 
but when corn is put in the silo the 
juice, flavor and the effect of fresh- 
ness and greenness, all are retaineu. 
The silo makes it possible to use up 
the entire corn plant. That’s a mighty 
big thing. After the dried corn plant 
is fed, practically all consumed is in 
ears and leaves. Much of the feed 
value is lost. If these same corn plants 
are put in the silo, all is eaten. It is 
here that the feeding value is  in- 
creased. The silo, therefore assists 
the feeder in taking care of a larger 
number of animals from a given area 
than otherwise would be _ possible 
if only the dry product were fed. 

Another point in economy lies in 
the storage of the feeding stuff. A 
silo is really very cheaply constructed 
and yields an immense quantity of 
forage that is always at hand where 
feeding is to be done. Thus the labor 
for winter feeding is materially les- 
sened. One does not need to argue in 
favor of the silo. Its efficiency and 
value are attested everywhere. Where- 
ever high class, beef animals are raised 
or profitable dairying is carried on, 
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there the silo is found and its highes: 
and best use is employed. 





CHILDREN AND BETTER BULiS 


It is sometimes difficult to get older 
people to accept new ideas or to 
change their practices. The young 
are more susceptible to new informa- 
tion and more ready to copy the teach- 


ing of others than those who have 
fixed habits and notions. 

In the Wisconsin pure bred bull 
campaign, school’ children were 


required to fill out blanks stating 
whether their fathers used pure bred 
or scrub bulls. This led the children, 
in many cases, to ask their fathers 
what kind of bulls were used on their 
farms. The following conversation 
took place between a little girl under 
ten years old and her father: 

“Dad, is our bull a scrub?” 

“Why, Mary, what do you want to 
know for?” 

“Well, teacher gave each of us one 
of these blanks to fill out and bring 
back tomorrow. She said the county 
agent wanted to find out how many 
pure bred and how many scrub bulls 
there were in this school district.” 

Dad continued to look over his 
paper and didn’t answer. Finally Mary 
said: 

“Dad, our bull isn’t a scrub, is it?” 

“Tt ain’t a pure bred so I guess you'll 
have to put it down as a scrub.” 

Mary carefully but regretfully wrote 
the word scrub in the proper place on 
the blank. This duty done she looked 
up and asked: 

“Say, dad, why can’t we have a nice 
pure bred bull like other folks instead 
of an old scrub?” 

Dad was too interested in his paper 
to answer this query of his interested 
daughter. The next day on his way 
to town who should he meet but one 
of his neighbors who has a good pure 
bred herd. He stopped him and said: 

“Say, John, you haven’t got a good 
bull calf for sale, have you?” 

Neighbor John said he didn’t have 
any just then, but would in two or 
three months. 

“Well, you just save me the next 
good one you have. Do you know, 
Mary came home last night and wanted 
to know why we couldn’t have a pure 
bred the same as other folks. So I 
guess I have to get one.”

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More On The Test Question 


Upton Classification a Progressive 


Step 
Editor World:— 
As one of the thousands of small 
so-called average breeders of Hol- 


steins, 1 should like to say that I con- 
sider the new classifications proposed 
by Mr. Upton to be the most progres- 
sive step proposed since the associa- 
tion was organized. | think that 
you will agree with me that in the last 
analysis the place of the Holstein in 
the dairy world depends not upon 
what she can do in seven days under 
high pressure or even upon what she 
can do in 305 or 365 days in high 
pressure, but upon her production in 
a lactation period of about 305 days 
under normal conditions and manage- 
ment, and she must also have a calf 
each vear. We cannot get away from 
the fact that the value of a dairy cow 
is what she is worth as a producer— 
she must make milk and butter fat at 
a profit and not regardless of profit, 
just for the sake of a high record. It 
1 am not mistaken, the average farmer 
breeder who buys a bull calf for a 
herd sire is more interested in a good 
type cow which will make cow testing 
association record of 10,000 Ibs. of milk 
and test about 31% per cent than he 
would be in a cow which makes a high 


pressure record of 25,000 Ibs. and 
tests 4 per cent. The first cow he 
can understand, and he knows that 


these figures, which may appear very 
small to you, must indicate a good 
cow: while he cannot grasp the per- 
formance of the 25,000 Ib. cow for he 
does not understand how she made 
that record. Further, perhaps, he sees 
an account of how this 25,000 Ib. cow 
was fed and notes the item—100 Ibs. 
beets daily. That is enough for him 
and he is bewildered as he wonders 
if beets cost anything. Mr. Upton’s 
new classes will encourage men_ to 
test who can make records from two 
milkings and these are the men who 
are the backbone of the industry. They 


buy the bull calves and occasional 
females, and produce the milk for 
public consumption. It gives me 


great pleasure to note the progressive 
spirit of the association and that the 
directors have their ears to the 
ground, and are constantly bringing 
records and record making to 
harmonize with normal dairy  con- 
ditions

Favors Two Inspections Monthly 


Editor World: 
During a conversation with Mr. E. 
T. Jenkins of this place the other 


day, he offered a suggestion in regard 
to the conduct of yearly tests which 1! 
consider as an important one, and one 
that should command «a great deal of 
attention. He believes, and I agree 
with him, that there should be two in- 
spections each month, one during the 
forepart of the month and another in 
the latter half of the month. He did 
specify the number of days of in- 
tion, whether it should be one 


day or two at a time, but I will add 


my own opinion to his statement and 
suggest nothing short of a two day 
test, regardless of the breed. 

Some of the Guernsey breeders have 
but a one-day test each month. Now, 
supposing that cow or cows should 
happen to have an unusually low day 
or a high producing day at the time 
when the test is conducted. Would 
it be right and reliable to use the data 
obtained under either case? Then too, 
consider the reliability of the weights 
of the milkings on the stable sheet. 
A breeder can put down anything he 
chooses and who is the wiser? What 
Mr. Jenkins suggests, and I am also 
of the same belief, is: As T mentioned 
before, there should be two inspections 
each month, pay no attention to the 
breeders’ stable sheet if it appears to 
be doped out to suit the occasion, but 
compute the month’s work from the 
average of the two inspections during 
the month.

T favor classifying cows on long- 
time test according to the number of 


milkings averaged a day during the 
period. The A, B and C classifica- 
tions should’ apply to both 305 and 


365-day tests because a cow might be 
entered in the 305-day test and failing 


to get with calf in time not qualifv 
for the 305-dav period. Class C 
should include cows given not more 


than 610 milkings in 305 davs or fewer 
davs included in the test: Class B 
should include cows averaging not 
more than three milkings a dav for 
305 days or 365 days in the testing 
period: and Class A should include 
cows averaging more than three milk- 
ings a dav for the test period. (Class 
C should include in the vear test cows 
credited with not more than twice 365 
milkings According to this scheme. 
a man could run a cow on four milk- 
ings or three milkings a day in the 
early part of lactation and make ua 
seven or thirty-day record and in the 
latter part of the lactation period cut 
down to one milking a day _ while 
gradually drving a cow off and keep 
within the 610 or 730 milkings limit 
Likewise, he could do similarly in 
Class B for three milkings. If a 
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cow’s test should be discontinjed jn 
less than 305 or 365 days she vould 
keep within the class with 610 or 730 
milkings, or three times 305 or 365 
milkings within the number of days jn 
test. This scheme would afford a fair 
and easy classification and allow an 
owner to take his choice between many 
milkings a day for a short time or 
fewer milkings a day for full time.

Kditor World: 
After reading the many articles jp 
your paper concerning “the small 


breeder and the long-time test” it js 
evident that the Upton classification 
of the 305-day test is the natural so- 
lution of the problem. However, | 
have never seen any practical basis 
for this classification advanced, so 
here is my suggestion: 

Class C, in which cows are 
not over 700 times in 305 days. 

Class B, in which cows are 
between 700 and 1000 times. 

Class A, in which cows are milked 
over 1000 times in 305 days. 

The cows in Class C could thus be 
milked four times long enough to get 
in a 7-day and an 8 months after ca)ly- 
ing record and about 30 days on three 
times or, if no seven-day work is done, 
three months could be carried on three 
times. 

In the same way Class B cows could 
be milked four times for nearly three 
months and three times the balance, 
or longer on four times and the last 
part twice, leaving that part to be 
governed by the owner according to 
labor conditions, feed and season of 
the year, etc., (but of course subject 
to present rules of the two-day month- 
ly test) instead of being governed in 
office of Advanced Registry Superin- 
tendent as a correspondent in your 
last issue would have it done although 
the results would be the same. On 
completion of a record the total num- 
ber of milkings would be totaled and 
the cow would thus fall into her re 
spective class providing she fulfilled 
the calving requirement.

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FIGURES ON THE VALUE OF THE 
PUREBRED SIRE 


Some interesting and conclusive 
figures on the value of a_ pure)breaq 
sire in a herd, and particularly of a 
prepotent sire, are shown in the rec 
ords made at the University o; 
Nebraska recently summarized by J 
W. Henderson of that institution. Mr 
Henderson points ut in his report 
that the total results from the use ot 
any sire can only be realized from the 
daughters that have reached the age 
of matvrity and have been able to 
show production records that can be 
compared wi.h the records of the 
dams, or have produced offspring 
possessing desirable characteristics 
that di.e- from those of the original 
dams. Prince Ormsby Mercedes De 
Kol, a pure bred Holstein bull in the 
Nebraska herd, was Kept in service 
only a little over a year from the fact 
that ‘1e developed an ugly disposition, 
but ef his three purebred daughters 
that were raised in the herd, all show 
a marked improvement over the pro- 
duction of their dams in spite of the 
fact that two of the dams are among 
the highest record cows ever owned in 
the university dairy herd. The average 
improvement of the three daughters 
over their dam in the first lactation 
period was 66 per cent in milk and 99 
per cent in fat. In the second 
lactation period there was not such a 
striking increase, the milk yield being 
22 per cent and fat yield 42 per cent 
greater that that of the dams In 
other words, the excess production ot 
the three daughters over that of their 
dams during the first lactation period 
was 16,872.5 lbs. of milk containing 
787 lbs. of fat, and in the’ secona 
lactation period 9068.2 lbs. of milk con- 
taining 552.2 lbs. of fat. While the 
records of but three daughters form a 
small pumber for comparison and for 
definite conclusion as to the outstand- 
ing ability of this sire, the increases 
shown are truly remarkable when the 
high levels of production attained by 
his daughters are considered. The 
average production of the daughters 
during their first lactation periods was 
14,190.1 lbs. milk and 527.7 Ibs. of fat 

Following this bull came King Segis 
Hengerveld Vale, a son of King Segis. 
Six of his daughters have completed 
records for one lactation period or 
more. In the case of four of these, 
very substaiitiai increases in produc 
tion over that of their dams is noted.

not greatly different from that of their 
dains but, considering the average of 
the six, it is found that their produc- 
tion exceeded that of their dams 43 
per cent in milk and 42 per cent in 
fat production. It is worthy of note 
that the average production of the 
dams of these daughters was greater 
than in the case of the cams of the 
dauzhters of the other butl, so that the 
opportunity for a large increase was 
not quite so great. Computing values 
on the basis of 1918 prices, which were 
in effect when the computation was 
made, the three daughters of Prince 
Ormsby Mercedes De Kol would have 
given a return of $703.87 cver that of 
the dams resulting from the sale of 
butterfat, or $1169.02 from the sale of 
whole milk. The butter fat sale from 
the six daughters of King Segis Heng- 
erveld Vale would have given a net 
gain of $759.15 or, from the whole 
milk, $1298.47. This makes an aver- 
age gain in the sale of whole milk of 
$274.17 for each cow in the year. These 
figures emphasize the fact that when 
you are securing a prepotent sire and 
have any number of cows to breed to 
him, our existing standards of price 
are decidedly low in proportion to the 
amount of good which the sire can 
directly bring about in the herd. Here 
is an average increase shewn by act- 
ual figures in comparing the records 
of.the daughters with the records of 
their dams, amounting to nearly $275 
a year in the increased reiurns from 
the sale of dairy products. So that 
the purchase of a sire that nas proven 
his ability along this line and who 
could have an opportunity to produce 
ten or a dozen daughters, would quick- 
ly pay for himself at several times 
what we have been accustomed to feel 
was a big price for an old bull Prof. 
Henderson points out that the most 
reliable source of information in 
determining the value of a sire is the 
record of production of his daughters 
in comparison with the records of their 
dams at similar ages. It is also possible 
to compare the daughters and dams 
in the matter of individuality, which 
must not be overlooked in the case of 
the breeder who expects to produce 
saleable animals. The pedigree and 
the individuality of the sire himself 
are, in comparison to the foregoing 
characterisiics really minor considera- 
tions, although the better the bull looks 
himself and the stronger his pedigree, 
the more he is worth in a purebred 
herd 


SHEBOYGAN COUNTY COMING 
STRONG 


The progress of Holstein and agri 
cultural interests in Sheboygan Coun- 
ty, Wis., is plainly shown in the firs. 
biennial report of the county agent, 
M. J. Hoppert. The report covers the 
period from January 1, 1918 to No- 
vember 15, 1919. During that time 26 
herds were signed up for federal tuber- 
culin tests under the Accredited Hord 
Plan, and we understand that since 
that date a large number of additional 
herds have signed up for this impor: 
ant work. A special drive is bei: g 
put on to replace the grade and scrub 
bulls with purebreds, of which there 
are over 500 of the Holstein 
breed alone already in service in the 
county. Altogether there are 60 
purebred sires in the county which 
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is, however, less than half of the total 
number of bulls in use. The repori, 
which presents a survey of each town- 
ship, outlines the advantages of using 
the purebred sire, and presents a most 
convincing example right in the county 
of a high grade Holstein that led tin 
entire state of Wisconsin in cow test- 
ing association work last year, with a 
production of 17,316 lb. of milk and 667 
Ib. butterfat, the total value of her 
product being $560.84, while the cost 
of her feed, $204, left a net profit of 
$356.84. These figures also illustrate 
the importance of cow testing work 
and a report is given on that activity 
of the Farm Bureau Association. 1.. 
addition to the purebred sire, cow 
testing association, and tuberculosis 
eradication work, special attention is 
given to improvements of the soil thi 
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tiling, liming, etc., and to the import- 
ance of calf club work as an aid in 
keeping boys and girls of the right 
sort on the farm. That the farmers 
and dairymen of Sheboygan county 
are working in close harmony with the 
banks and business concerns in the 
various towns of the county is proven 
by the amount of advertising from the 
different merchants and banks which 
we assume made possible the publica- 
tion of the report in such high class 
and elaborate form. Only by such 
complete cooperation can the highes.

RAISING CALVES ON FARMS 
WHERE WHOLE MILK IS SOLD 


Whole milk is nature’s balanced ra 
tion for the voung calf and should be 
fed during the first ten days or twe 
weeks. Whole milk, however, contains 
the valuable constituent, butter fat 
which goes into the manufacture of 
the most highly priced dairy products 
When the selling price of butter fat 1s 
trom fifty to sixty cents a pound it is 
not an economical practice to feed 
calves with whole milk over very lona 
periods. Neither is it necessary to feed 
whole milk in large quantities for suc- 
cess in raising good calves. Skim milk 
differs from whole milk only in its lack 
of butter fat. The food value of fat can 
be substituted in the form of grain at 
much less expense, and experience has 
shown that calves will make practical- 
lv as good growth with skim milk, hay, 
and grain, as with whole milk 

A calf that is equally as good as one 
nursed by the mother can be raised on 
skim milk at a great saving in the 
cost of feed. Kxperimental work has 
shown that two pounds of grain will 
replace one pound of butter fat as an 
energy-producing food for the ca 
Butter fat is worth fifty to sixty cents 
a pound while a grain mixture suitable 
for use as a substitute costs not more 
ihan three cents a pound. The eG. 
nomy of using skim milk in place of 
Whole milk is evident. To the farmer 
who makes butter or sells cream, the 
problem of calf raising then should be 
a comparatively simple one because 
of the available skim milk which he 
has for feeding purposes.

per cent of the dairy cows in the 


United States are found on farms pro- 
ducing whole milk for condenseries. 
cheese factories, powdered milk fac- 
tories and for the market milk trade. 
On these farms the milk brings a high 
price; in many cases $3 to $4 a hun- 
dred pounds, sometimes much more. 

A calf requires an average of about 
fifteen pounds of whole milk a day 
until four months old. This amourts to 
1800 pounds. If valued at even such a 
low price as $3 a hundred, the milk 
alone costs $54. This does not include 
the cost of hay and grain consumed 
in addition to the milk. 

Farmers making a business of sell- 
ing whole milk do not have skim milk 
for feeding purposes and the common 
practice is to kill the bull calves at 
once or sell them for veal. Unfor- 
tunately, too often the heifer calves 
are also disposed of in the same way. 
In such cases the herd must be re- 
plenished by buying mature cows. 
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the calf a good start. It has been 
found by experiment with a group of 
calves at the Illinois Station that the 
amount necessary is 152 
pounds of whole milk and 435 pounds 
of skim milk. Second, give the calves 
whole milk for a short time, after 
which they may be changed to a ra- 
tion of calf-meal gruel or so-called 
“milk substitute.” Fair success has 
followed this method. Third, give the 
calf a good start on milk, then take 
the milk away at the end of about two 
months and put the calf on a hay and 
grain ration. Fair success has been ob- 
tained with both the second and third 
methods. A discussion of these two 
methods is given in the circular which 
will be sent free on request.—Universi- 
ty of Missouri.

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DEVELOPING A HERD BY BREED. 
ING AND TESTING 


The following little story about a 
beginner’s experience in the breeding 
of Holstein cattle was sent us, W. O. 
Wilkie of Amsterdam, N. Y. who is 
one of the four sons in the firm of H. 
O. Wilkie & Sons, who own and oper- 
ate a Holstein herd at Hillside Fruit 
and Dairy Farm near Amsterdam. The 
story is of especial interest because 
from an initial purchase of one cow for 
$75 six years ago, they have built upa 
herd of 13 females, all descendents of 
the first cow purchased. We will let 
Mr. Wilkie tell his story in his own 
words. 

“In March 1914, we purchased our 
present farm. We were from the city 
although in his younger days, the sen- 
ior member was born and lived ona 
farm. Also the writer had had prev- 
ious experience both practical and at 
school. 

The previous owner of the farm, Mr 
Horace Walrath, had kept some pure- 
breds. He had one left. One day 
when my father and I came over along 
in February, we bought her for $75. 
She was about a year and a half old, 
nicely marked, and well grown. She 
was not bred. We next purchased a 
bull from a son of King of the Pontiacs. 
The following February the _ heifer 
freshened and much to our joy she gave 
us a heifer calf. The following De- 
cember she freshened again giving 
birth to anonther heifer calf. We 
called this calf Weitske De Kol Priu 
cess, the dam being Wietske De Kol 
Phoebe. About this time we purchas- 
ed another bull, having in the mean 
time sold the old one. Since that 
first calf, the cow has given us six 
heifer calves, and will freshen again 
in July, while in August she will be 
8 years of age. 

The first heifer calf grew nicely and 
is now 5 years old. We have never 
tested her but will do so this May 
when we think she will make a nice 
record. She has given birth to 3 heif- 
er calves and is now safely in calf to 
Pontiac Pietje. the son of that 42-lb. 
cow, Idleaze Pontiac Lass. This bull 
is now owned cooperatively by a group 
of farmers here who purchased him 
for $10,000, and we own a share. 

The second heifer has given us twu 
heifer calves and one bull at the last 
freshening. She freshened January 11, 
1920. About January 1, we made up 
our minds to test her officially along 
with her sister (3d heifer born of old

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She was due about February 
1. \We were supposed to have a super- 


visor february 5, but due to unfortu- 
nate delays, he did not arrive untfl 
February 17. The 4-year-old had been 
in O% 35 days, and so was not at her 
best. However, as a junior 4-year- 
old, she made 18.583 1b. butter from 
483.1 Ib. milk. Her sister as a junior 
9 made 16.83 Ib. butter from 370.1 lb. 
milk. Neither one of these animals 
were in more than ordinary rig as we 


did not expect to test them, and as 
this was the first attempt we are sat- 
isfied 

The fourth heifer of the old cow 
also gave us a heifer calf, mostly 
white and a dandy out of a 25-lb. bull. 
This was her first calf. 

Thus from the one cow in six years, 
we now have 12 animals descended 
from her, and making 13 with herself. 
She has now 2 A. R. O. daughters and 
we expect to test the rest of them as 
the opportunity presents itself. 

Maybe, some will say we have had 
good luck; name it what you will we 
are satisfied. However, from our _ in- 
itial investment of $75 the value of 
the above animals has increased sev- 
eral times, and it would take quite a 
sum to buy the family. 

We are now milking six purebreds. 
Four others are in calf or ready to be 
bred. In the next six years, I am 
not willing to predict what the in- 
crease will be, but needless to say, 
if they go at the rate they are goin, 
now, we will need another barn. 

During all this time, we have hau 
grades also but have been buildin, 
up until now we own what is called 
a first-class herd, one 4-year-old milk- 
ing 10000 last year on ordinary feed. 
In time, we expect to own all pure- 
breds and for the small beginner like 
ourselves, I might say,—do the same 
breed up, take your time and, sooner or 
later vou will own them like the other 
fellow, and when you are able, start 
testing, for then you know what you 
have got and can tell the other fellow. 

This sums up the story of a small 
start. The smallest kind, but a poor 
one is better than none at all, and 
what we have, we have bred. our- 
selves.”’

CEREALS STRENGTHEN MILK DE- 
MAND 


(Extracts from a talk before the 
New York State Dairymen’s Assn.) 

The great problem dairymen have to 
confront is the increased demand for 
milk.

If the 
demand is in excess of the supply, you 
will have no trouble in disposing of 
your product. People are not  in- 
terested in what it costs to make milk. 
You do not hear them tell how much it 
costs to make beef. The main thing 
is to keep up the demand for your 
product. Another thing to consider is 
that the surplus of any product regu- 
lates the demand. The thing to keep 
in mind is to do away with the surplus. 
You must get busy and do something 
before the surplus piles up.

According to the figures given oy 
by the Department of Agriculture 
farm animals of the country were 
valued on January 1, 1520, at $8561. 
000,000 or about $266,000,000 less than 
a year ago. The only animal to in- 
crease in numbers during the period 
was the milch cow which showed a 
gain of five per cent, numbering now 
about 23,750,000, with a value of over 
$2,000,000,000. Horses showed a de 
crease of one per cent. They nym. 
bered 21,000,000 and were valued at 
$2,000,000,000. Mules also decreased 
about the same, they numbered about 
5,000,000 with a valuation of $735,009, 
000. Cattle other than milch cows 
numbered 44,385,000, a decrease of 
over 4 per cent with a value of $1,915. 
000,000. Sheep showed a decrease of 
one per cent. They numbered 43,600, 
000 and were valued at $511,700,000, 
Swine, valued at $1,386,000,000 num. 
bered 73,000,000, a decrease of over 
eight per cent from a year ago.
